Edmonton, Jan. eptaee will be 
one outstanding difference, between 
the forthcoming session of the provin- 
cial legislature, which will open at 3 
p.m. on Thursday next, January 31, 
and-all previous sessions, according to 
a declaration made by Premier J. HE. 
Brownlee. This big difference will be 
that from the outset, there will be an 
abundance of work fating the mem- 
ber, the disposition of which will be 
dependent entirely upon their ability 
and desire to apply themelves. 

The Government is planning to 
commence night sessions almost from 
the first and, whereas in former years 
there has been much delay through 
the budget and ‘estimates not being

this year the former’ will be. intro- 
duced immediately following the de-

was covered in two grades only, 
namely, “Registered” and “Extra No. 
1.” These have ‘been changed to 
“Registered No. 1,” “Registered No. 
2,” -and “Registered No. 3,” all of 
which are thoroughly reliable for 
seed | purposes, but the two lower 
Brades have ‘been provided to’ take 
care of pure -varieties of seed dam- 


aged in apearance by weather condi- | 


tions without - impairing its vitality. 
By this modification large quantities 
of perfectly good seed, that would 
otherwise havé been lost to com- 
merce, has been preserved.

Without regulation very fow of our 
Canadian rivers can give the maxi. 
mum amount of power, In Quoboc the 
Provinclal Government has built largo 
and expensive dams to rogulate tho 
flow of its rivor, in most instances 
doubling tho power available on the 
regulated streams. 


We in Alberta do not know what our 
streams will do until they have beon 
thoroughly investigated with rogula- 
tfon kept in mind and estimate made 
of the cost of such regulation, Time 
and money should not be spared to 
make sure of what can be done. 


In a Provincial System such as I 
have been advocating all these years, 
we must not forget the important 
parts to be played by our natural gas, 
oil and coal. It is getting moro: and 
more evident that hydro- electric power 
system requires steam or Anternal 
combustion power as an auxilfary, not 
‘necessarily asa \stand by, but to -de- 
velop the load’ with a, low. load ‘factor 
until hydro: electric power can be 
operated at a profit. 


As to who should. build. and, operate 
the hydro-electric power system, I 
have no hesitation’ in saying that the 
Provincial Government ‘should build 
and operate a comprehensive system 
in co-operation, with the various muni- 
cipalities. They and they alone, can 
do better with this than a private 
corporation, regardless of what. has 
been said in a recent number of the 
“Research Bulletin” by the advocate 
of private ownership, and the full page 
advertising of the Power Company in 
the Edmonton daily papers. 


If private ownership was such a 
howling success the United ‘States 
citizens would not have had to pay in 
1926 an average of 7.4 cents per k.w.h. 
while the people of Ontario paid less 
than 2 cents per k.w.h. It is regret- 
able that the Edmonton Daily News- 
papers will not publish articles stat- 
ing facts as to what has been done in 
this country by the various govern- 
ments. 

As to the administration of such a 
system, I cannot do better than quote 
what is said on page 2 in a booklet 
recently issued entitled “The Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission, its 
Origin, Administration and Achieve- 
ments.” 

“There are certain elements which 
must Hie at the foundation of any 
movenient such as that cartied forward 
by the co-operating municipalities of 
the Province of Ontario, if such a 
movement is to succeed. First of all 
there must be a genuine desire on the 
part of the citizens to have electrical 
energy, or whatever the’ commodity 
"mes" abe. supplied to them under stich 
conditidii” anu? ‘Aigtmstance as would 
prevail under public .¢ynership. 

“It is. equally important «that the 
men who undertake to found a public- 
ly-owned enterprise, especially during 
its initiatory stages, should be re- 
sponsible and prominent citizens of 
good business standing and character, 
who will inspire and hold public con- 
fidence. Such“men must be willing to 
make sacrifice on behalf of the new 
program, etc. Courage and persever- 
ance are other ‘qualities which are 
required by those who sponsor public 
ownership undertaking. 

“Technical men having thorough 
engineering, financial and other train- 
ing must tbe engaged who will, with 
singleness of purpose, gather the facts 
and assist in forming sound judgment, : 
based upon the data secured. Later

Edmonton, Jan. 25.—By a verdict 
reached, after five hours. deliberation, 
Vernon Booher was found guilty here 
Thursday night of the murder of his 
mother, brother and two hired men, 
et Mannville, Alta., July 9, 1928, and 
was sentenced by Mr. Justice Walsh 
to be hanged at Fort Saskatchewan 
jail, on April 24 next. The jury re- 
tired at 3:55 p.m. Thursday and 
brought in their verdict at 9:03 p.m. 

Booher will expiate on the gallows, 
therefore, one of the most brutal 
crimes in the history of Alberta, and 
a murder that has stirred up, through 
two sensational trials, Dominion-wide 
interest.

BN ORMOUS LOSSES - 


FROM WHEAT RUST 


Stem rust is regarded today as the 
most serious problem in wheat ” ‘pro- 
duction in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan. It is believed to have. caused an 
average annual loss during the ‘past 
twenty-five years Of at least $25,000,- 
000. ‘In one season of 1916 the esti- 
mated! loss to the wheat crop of the 


Prairie Provinces due to rust is believ- 


ed to have been $200,000,000: Rust is 
caused by_a fungus parasite, the life 
history of which is fully explained in 
a new bulletin, numbered 106, issued 
by the Department of Agriculture, at 
Ottawa. This publication, by D. L. 
Bailey, Senior .Plant Pathologist at 
the Dominion Rust Research Labor- 
atory,, Winnipeg, bears the title “Stem 
Rust' in Western Canada.” The field 
surveys which have been carried out 
to determine the origin and spread of 
stem rust,\ indicate’.that the earliest 
invasions ‘each year are due to rust 
spores that are brought by winds to 
the Prairie Provinces from the wheat 
fields of the United States. According 
to this bulletin, published by, the Di- 
Vislou- ot ‘Bote ayy the Experimental 


Farms are actively Shgage’ om a plant 


breeding programme by which Jt ig 
hoped to: build up-strains of heavy 
yielding and early varieties of good 
milling wheat resistant to the most 
destructive varieties of rust. About 
twenty different crosses are now being 
carried on, ,s0me of which have 
reached the fourth generation. As 
relief by this procedure cannot be ex- 
pected ‘for several years the Depart- 
ment has been working upon treat- 
ments of the crop that offer hope in 
controlling rust. The bulletin shows 
an aeroplane in operation spreading 
sulphur across a wheat field as a 
means of defeating the rust attack in 
its destructive work. This bulletin, 
which is available at.the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, recommends to those 


who find that they can no longer grow 


‘some of ‘the older varieties of wheat 


with profi ‘because of rust, to make a

trial of some earlier varieties that may 
bo -recommended to them by their 


nearest Experimental Farm or Agri- 


«ltural College.

He said that Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan had worked in conjunction until 
the time of Preinier Stewart, who 
adopted a separate’ policy for Alberta 
on account mainly of the mineral 


The 
present government thought this 
policy wise and had adopted it. The 


premier mentioned that the Dominion 
government had shown much willing- 
ness, ‘to negotiate and expressed con- 
fidence in a successful consumma- 
tion ‘to the efforts of tiany years.

CAMROSE WILL SELL 
_UTILITIES CALGARY POWER 


Camrose, Alta., Jan. 28.—Interest in 
a proposition to sell the municipal 
utilities and anticipation of an op- 
portunity to fully discuss the terms 
of a proposed agreement with the 
Calgary Power Company, Limited, 
were the reasons for the best at- 
tended annual meeting of the rate- 
payers ever held in the town of Cam- 
rose, when the burgesses met on Fri- 
day evening in the Camrose Town 
hall. It was decided to sell the utili- 
ties to the Calgary Power Company 
for $170,000. 

After the general business of the 
meeting had been reviewed, the mat- 
ter of selling the municipal utilities 
was presented for consideration. Un- 
til recently the town supply of water 
had been obtained entirely from deep 
wells, For the past two or three years 
these wells had been gradually failing 
in-the production of water and it 
had become necessary to temporary 
increase .the supply from the ‘storage 
‘dam fed,’ by Stoney Creek. In the 
meantime the council had spent many 


‘hours trying to solve the difficulty and 


endeavoring to find an adequate sup- 
ply from .$ome source other than 
wells. Several 
“; commissioned to investigate the situ- 
ation and advise as to what might be 
done. Early in 1928 intimations were 
made to the council by two different 
companies that proposals would be 
submitted for the purchase of the 
municipal electric system.

the purchase of both the electric and 
waterworks systems. The result has 
been that the council decided to ac- 
cept the proposal -of the Calgary 
Power Company, Limited, whose of- 
fer for the two utilities was $170,000. 
The water rates to be charged by the 
company will remain the same as 
those which have been in effect for 
the past several years. The new elec- 
tric light and power rates will prob- 
ably lower the aggregate cost of elec- 
tric energy by thirty per cent to the 
consumers of the department, based 
upon the present consumption of elec- 
tric current, but the actual demand 
will doubtless be very much increased. 

The Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners has approved of the pro- 
posed agreement between the town 
of Camrose and the Calgary Power 
Company, Limited, and the necessary 
bylaw will be submitted to the rate- 
payers for ratification on February 11 
at the same time as the municipal 
elections take place.

3000 rural school districts into 20 dl- 
visions of 160 schools each, Bach dl- 
vision to havo a board. of five direct- 
ors olected by ratepayers by wards. 
These boards will engage, place and 
dismiss the 160 teachors in their dl- 
vision, In other respects the local 
boards will function as before. Bach 
division will have a superintendent 
and two assistants for supervision, tho 
superintendent advising the board. 

The local district will retain its 
financial responsibilities except that 
of paying the teacher. 
’ For the payment iof the teacher's 
salaries, the’ most favored -{s to unite 
all the twenty divisions in one taxing 
area, with a general board consisting 
of thes chairman, of each division 
board. The general .board fixes rate 
of pay, draws up its budget and fixes 
a common mill rate for the area. Pay 
cheques woitld ‘be issued’ from the 
general office. 

The advantages of this are: 

1. Greater financial stability. ..Re- 
gional crop. failures; etc., affect single 
areas, but not the general. province. 

2, A more general distribution of 
cost. 

3. The application of a general 
salary schedule, adequate to the re- 
sponsibility of the profession. 

4. A lessening of reponsibilities 
for each division. 

The results expected are: 

1. Full time operation of all ele- 
mentary schools. 

2. Better provision for secondary 
education. The large scale co-opera- 
tion would make possible rural high 
school centres especially adapted to 
the needs of rural young people. 

3. A fairer distribution of educa- 
tional cost. 

4. The retaining of more of the ex- 
perienced teachers, through more “at- 
tractive conditions, thorough super- 
vision, greater stability in holding 
teachers, the elimination of the inef- 
ficient. 

5. Greater harmony in rural dis- 
tricts through the removal of the 
source of champion neighbor quar:

English is’ one of the richest and 
most hospitable languages, in being, | 
welcoming and assimilating .words 
from nearly every. imaginable source.
